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Special  Ed  Programs 
in  Jeopardy 


State  legislation  defining 
special  education  services 
in   California  will 
terminate  on  June  30th  of 
this  year.    Unless  the 
Legislature  and  Governor 
reauthorize  special 
education  statutes  before 
that  date,  laws  and 
regulations  governing 
special  education  will 
expire  or  sunset. 

The  State  must  continue 
to  comply  with  the 
mandates  of  the  Education 
for  All  Handicapped 
Children  Act  (Public  Law 
94-142)  and  Section  504 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Act 
of  1973.  However, 
services  and  protections 
included  solely  in 
California  law  will  no 
longer  be  in  effect. 

The  following  list  of 
State  mandates  are  in 
jeopardy:    Assessment  and 
IEP  timelines;  Caseload 
Limits  for  Resource 
Specialists  and  Speech 
Therapists;  Preschool 
Programs  for  children  with 
less  intensive  needs; 
Mediation  and  Fair  Hearing 
procedures;  Compliance 


Complaint  procedures; 
Program  Options  such  as 
the  Resource  Specialist 
Program. 

Many  more  programs, 
services  and  procedures 
could  be  affected  if 
California  special 
education  law  is  allowed 
to  sunset. 

Concern  is  growing  within 
the  special  education 
community  that  State 
government  will  not 
respond  in  time  to  meet 
the  June  30th  deadline. 
NOW  is  the  time  to  send  a 
message  to  the  Governor 
and  the  Legislature  that 
you  want  special  education 
services,  rights, 
protections  and  procedures 
to  remain  intact.  The 
State  of  California  must 
reaffirm    its  historic 
commitments  to  children 
with  exceptional  needs. 

If  State  special  education 
program  requirements  go 
sunset  on  June  30,  1988, 
funding  will  continue  for 
the  general  purpose  of 
providing  special  education 
programing,  but  all 
statutes  and  regulations

Drugs  &  Murder: 
An  All-To- Common 


Supervisor  Bill  Maher 

I  recently  requested  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors 
meeting  be  adjourned  in 
respect  for  the  memory  of 
Mr.  Charles  Waddell  who 
was  murdered  over  the 
weekend.   His  death  is  part 
of  an  ominous  trend  of 
drug-related  violence  in 
San  Francisco 
neighborhoods.    The  victim, 
a  middle-aged  man,  was 
shot  while  trying  to  get  a 
drug  dealer  to  stop 
peddling  to  youths. 

Mr.  Waddell  was  known  to 
neighborhood  youths  for 
his  efforts- to  eliminate 
drug  dealing  in  the  area. 

After  being  asked  by  Mr. 
Waddell  to  leave  the  area, 
the  suspect  returned  to  his 


car  and  got  a  gun  with 
which  he  fired  shots  at  the 
group,  wounding  a  thirteen 
year  old  boy.  He  then 
chased  Charles  Waddell 
down  and  shot  him  point 
blank  in  the  head. 
This  outrageous  and  tragic 
death  is  a  part  of  the  drug 
problem  which  has  been 
steadily  spreading 
thoughout  our  city.  The 
availability  of  drugs  and 
guns  to  youth  in  San 
Francisco  has  produced  a 
reign  of  terror  in  many  of 

our  neighborhoods.  When 
people  are  gunned  down 
while  trying  to  get  drug 
dealers  out  of  their 
neighborhoods,  we  have 
indeed  reached  a  crisis. 

To  address  this  problem, 
there  must  be  cooperation 
between  the  neighborhood 
and  the  police  department 
in  tracking  down  the 
suspect.    In  this  case,  the 
community  has  united  to 
help  police  apprehend  the 
suspect.    This  is  the  type 
of  community  strength 
that  will  be  necessary  to 
stop  the  rule  of  fear  that 
drugs  have  produced  in  our 
city..  .  r.B 

Drug  dealers  known  to  the 
police  must  be  tracked 
down  with  all  possible 
speed  and  prosecuted  to 
the  fullest  extent  of  the 
law.

I  f  you  hurry  you  can  see  a 
majestic  stand  of  eucalyptus 
trees  being  cut  down  and  the 
hills  of  McLaren  behind  Delta 
Street  and  El  Dorado  School 
torn  up  to  accommodate  more 
residents.  Ironically,  these  new 
residents  will  discover  an 
appalling  lack  of  police 
protection,  overcrowded 
schools  and  poor  access  to 
transportation. 

The  moral  of  this  story  is  enjoy 
McLaren  while  you  can  or  be 
vigilant  in  protecting  its 
treasures  -  it  may  not  be  here 
forever...

Speaking  of  Health

Couch  Potatoes 
and  Body  Strain

Couch  potatoes  or  frequent  TV 
watchers  not  only  suffer  from 
dormant  minds  but  also 
dormant  bodies. 
There  have  been  many  articles 
written  about  how  too  much 
television  is  bad  for  the  mind. 
Relying  on  TV  for  stimulation 
prevents  other  areas  of  one's 
mind  from  being  active.  One's 
own  imagination  and  creativity 
lie  dormant,  as  TV  provides 
unidimensional  images.  TV 
also  dictates  what  will  be  of 
interest  to  us,  so  that  shows 
presented  are  based  on  what 
will  draw  the  largest  viewing 
audience  and  make  the  most 
money. 

Often  a  person  will  come  to 
the  doctor  with  an  aching  back, 
stiff  neck  or  twisted  disc.  When 
questioned  on  recent  muscle 
strain  or  injury  the  person  will 
draw  a  blank.  People  don't 
realize  that  lying  on  a  soft  sofa 
or  chair  in  a  semi-reclined 


position  with  the  lower  back 
slumped  and  the  head  and 
neck  rolled  forward  leads  to 
stiffness,  weakness,  and  pain. 
This  is  caused  by  inadequate 
muscular  activity.  In  just  thirty 
minutes,  muscles,  joints,  and 
ligaments  tighten  and  result  in 
stiffness. 

The  best  way  to  sit  while 
watching  TV  is  with  your  back 
firmly  against  the  back  of  a 
chair,  with  feet  flat  or  on  a  foot 
stool.  Your  head  should  be 
held  upright  or  supported  by 
the  back  of  the  chair. 
Unfortunately,  most  of  us  won't 
sit  this  way.  To  avoid  couch 
potato  syndrome  then  .exercise 
during  the  commercials.  Do 
some  neck  rolls,  shoulder  rolls 
and  pelvic  tilts.  Stand  up  and 
stretch,  reaching  for  the  sky. 
You  may  lose  the  honored  title 
of  couch  potato,  but  your  body 
will  feel  better  and  be  less 
prone  to  injury.

How  Do  Your 
Gardens 
Grow?  tv 

By  Hyoka  Bells  v 

Will  April  showers  bring 
May  flowers?   I  hope  so, 
but  I  am  afraid  the  rain  has 
come  too  late,  at  least  for 
our  water  reserves.    If  you 
haven't  heard  by  now  we 
are  in  a  drought. 

What  this  means  is  that 
we  all  need  to  conserve 
water.    I  know  it  is  hard. 
But  it  must  be  done.  In  my 
columns  I  have  mentioned 
how  to  save  water  by 
mulching,  ground  covers, 
intensive  planting,  or 
choosing  plants  that  need 
moderate  or  very  little 
water. 

Water  rationing  is  on  the 
way,  so  think  twice  about 
planting  anything  that 
needs  a  lot  of  water,  or 
planting  at  all  this  year.  I 
recently  moved  and 
intended  to  put  in  a  garden, 
but  am  now  considering 
just  a  few  drought 
resistant  herbs  (the  ones  I 
use  in  cooking)  instead  of  a 
whole  garden.  The 
community  park  is  drought 
resistant.    Planning  over 
the  years  ,  and  the  use  of 
conservative  watering  has 
made  the  gardens  fairly 
drought  resistant.  The 
park  does  need  to  be 
mulched  soon.  And  this 
will  help  with  evaporation 
from  the  sun  and  the  wind. 

Another  way  to  save 
water  is  to  use  a  drip 
watering  system. 

There  are  many  ways 
other  ways  to  save  water 
in  your  every  day  use,  so 
that  can  give  the  garden 


water.    I  hope  we  all  try 
hard  to  save  water,  at  the 
same  time  creating 
beautiful  gardens 
Happy  Gardening 
Hyoka. 


PLANT  DIRECTLY: 

Vegetables:  beans,  beets, 
brussels  sprouts,  carrots, 
corn,  cucumber,  dill, 
eggplant,  lettuce,  melon, 
parsnips,  peanuts, 
pumpkin,  radishes,  spinach, 
soybeans,  sunflowers, 
swiss  chard,  turnips. 
Flowers:  asters,  borage, 
columbines,  cosmos, 
morning  glory,  nasturtiums, 
primroses,  poppy,  zinnias, 
water  lilies. 

TRANSPLANT:  Vegetables: 
basil,  celery,  chard, 
cucumbers,  eggplant,  leeks, 
lettuce,  melons,  New  Zeland 
spinach,  okra,  parsley, 
peppers,  pumpkins, 
rutabagas,  squash, 
tomatoes. 

Flowers:  asters,  lili  of  the 
valley,  marigolds,  petunias, 
summer  savory,  zinnias. 
START  IN  FLATS:  basil, 
chard,  collards,  cucumbers, 
lettuce,  melons,  mustard, 
New  Zealand  spinach, 
pumpkins,  rutabagas, 
squash,  summer  and 
winter,  tomatoes. 
Plant  out  tubers  of  dahlias. 
Do  not  fertilize  the  new 
plants  until  root  system  is 
established.    Watch  for 
aphids. 

Take  up  and  divide  violets 
now  for  bloom  next  winter. 
Roses:  watch  for  aphids 
and  other  insects.
